*ShH V. J). Detihpmule (Ippaguda) : Our Government 
is accustomed to throw crumbs at the doors of the people In 
the last year or two, we the consumers and the michant 
community have been demanding that the multi-point sales tax 
should be changed and single-point sales tax introduced. The 
previous Minister for Finance had promised that after this 
matter is dealt with by the Bombay Government and the 
Mysore Government, the Hyderabad Government will be 
moving in the matter. If I remember right, hon. Finance 
Minister — the present one aslo probably — ^had assured that 
he would consider the matter. But I find that this fiinda- 
mental demand of the merchant community and the con- 
sumer is being dealt with piecemeal. The present attempt 
to amend the Sales Tax Act, by introducing single-point on 
certain new commodities like matches and sugar, partly gives 
relief, as it has been provided that the tax will be only at a 
single-point. But I have' to respectfully point out to the 
hon. Finance Minister that this piecemeal treatment of this 
very important tax, is not going to solve the problem. Pro- 
bably, the business community of Hyderabad is going to 
meet this week and hon. Finance Minister will be confronted 
by them to solve this particular problem. They have already 
made their representations and Government have no more 
justification to deal with the matter by bringing legislation 
of this type. For the benefit of the House I will read a parti- 
cular section of the Mysore Sales Tax Act, wherein they have 
categorically taken to single-point tax. For example in sec- 
tion 8 of the Mysore Sales Tax Act, they have enumerated a 
few commodities like cigarettes and clothes etc. : — 


Provided further that : 

{a) In the case of cigarettes which are sold by the 
finst dealer. 

{i) At less than 8 pies per cigarette and are to be 
sold at any retail points to the consumer at not more than 8 
pies per cigarette, the rate of tax payable shah be 3 pies in 
the ^upee of such turnover; 

(ii) At less than 6 pies per cigarette and to be sold 
at aiiy retail point to the edhsuifibt at not more than 6 pies 
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per cigarette the rate of tax payable shaJl be 10 percent of 
such turnover : 

(m) At less than 9 pies per cigarate and are to be 
sold at any retail point to the consumer at n -t more than 9 
pies per cigarette, the rate of tax payable shall be twenty 
per cent of such turnover ; 

(iv) Not falling under item ({), (fi) or (ii/) the rate 
of tax payable shall be thirty per cent of such turnover ; 

(b) In the case of cigars of cheroots which are sold by 
the first dealers— 

(i) At less than 2 annas per cigar or cheroot and 
are to be sold at any retail point to the consumer at not 
more than 2 annas per cigar or cheroot, t';e rate of tax 
payable shall be three pies in the rupee of such turnover ; 

(ii) Not falling under item (i ) — the rate of tax 
payable shall be thirty per cent of such turnover; 

(o) In the case of cigarette, tobacco and pipe tobacco 
which are sold by the first dealer, the rate of tax payable 
shall be thirty per cent of such turnover. 

(2) Subject as aforesaid, the ^ale of any of the goods 
mentioned below shall be subject to a tax at the rate specified 
in respect thereof, at such single point in the series of sales 
by successive dealers as may be prescribed ; and the tax shall 
be paid by the dealer concerned on his turnover in each year 
relating to such goods, and shall be in addition to the tax to 
which he is liable under sub -section (1) on his total turnover 
for the year : 

^e bill then enumerates the actual tax: motor vehicles — 
6 pies, reJ^e ators-6 pies, wireless sets-3 and so on. I am 
oifiy quoting, this to emphasise my point that it would be 
better to have a single point tax. The experiment on multi- 
point, to my mind, has proved a failure. I have earlier said 
in this House that in my recent tour of the districts, I found 
that all the important merchants keep two account books 
and by these dishonest methods they get the benefit, because 
they manage to keep certain accovmt, whereby they can get 
safe from the imposition of the sales tax. Honest merchants 
represented to me that honesty does not pay in this particu- 
lar business. Those who can successfully evade the sales tax 
sell better in the market and in the competition these evaders 
fare better, and the honest ones suffer. Secondly I have to 
point out that the Sales Tax Officers have made a profession 
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of corruption. Corruption is so rampant among the district 
sales tax officers that I can categorically say that if an en- 
quiry is made into the working of the sales tax it would be 
found that much of the money which ought to have come into 
Government treasuries have found their way elsewhere owing 
to the inefficient administration of sales tax. Only the mer- 
chant community and sales tax offic6rs benefit and not the 
consumer. Though in theory it was argued that multi-point 
tax fetches more revenues, in practice because of corruption 
and leakages, we are getting less revenue than we would get 
under the single-point. 

If it is our experience that the multi -point tax breeds dis- 
honesty among the merchant community, then I think it 
is high time the Government thinks of amending the whole 
Act, and not dealing with matches and sugar alone, govern- 
ment should bring in a comprehensive legislation. At the 
time the multipoint tax was introduced, the then Finance 
Minister had quoted Bombay Government’s taking to multi- 
point. If I remember right, in the first session of this Assem- 
bly, that was the argument put forward by Dr. Melkote. 
Now the very legislation of Bombay has undergone a change. 
They have probably taken to double-point and have enacted 
a rather complicated legislation. I do not want to suggest 
adoption of either the Bombay or the Mysore Acts. I am 
only restricting myself to the adoption of broad principles. 

It has been pointed out in the statement of objects and 
- reasons of this Bill, that the match and sugar industries are 
well organised and therefore, we can increase the tax at single 
point. I can give many more commodities in which the 
trade and production are more organised and with benefit 
we can tax these commodities at single-point. My appeal to 
the Finance Minister is that instead of taking piecemeal 
measures, it would be much better for him to ask his Depart- 
ment — probably he has already asked his Department — to 
draft a comprehensive bill so that the problem can be solved 
once and for all. 

These are the basic principles which I Would to bring before 
the House. As regards the various matters in the bill, I 
generally have no hesitation to support the levy of tax at 
single -point on matches and sugar, but the authority Govern- 
ment wants, to change over to an increase from 6 pies to one 
anna is unjustified. Members are aware that sugar being 
the common man’s diet, it is not good for the Qovernmenl 
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to tax them further through this indirect taxation. In fact 
we feel that it would be better to restrict the tax to the pre- 
sent three pies because of the change to single point. As 
stated in the objects and reasons because multi-point is collect- 
ed at two points, the present increase to six pies has been 
effected. Many of us feel that three pies would have been 
better. But 'the authority taken by Government to increase 
the tax to one anna is unjustified. Therefore, we feel that 
the particular provision in that section should be deleted. 

Coming to the tax oh cigarettes, I cannot speak on behalf 
of those who are accustomed to smoke. I think this type 
of cigarette worth 2 annas and less is the main cigarette being 
used by the smokers. One and all, the poor, the middle class 
and also the higher classes use this particular type of ciga- 
rettes. 

I do not know what is the attraction exactly, for these 
Charminar cigarettes, but generally it is found that it is appre- 
ciated by one and all. I am told even in France these ciga- 
rettes are available and many French people use them. Such 
commodity which is so commonly used is there, it is better, 
I think, to keep its price low and have it more sold ; there- 
by on the aggregate, probably, we will be collecting more 
rather than adding to its price. 

Secondly I have to point out to this House that the Char- 
minar Cigarette Factory having started with a very small 
capital of Rs. 15 lakhs, now has a gross turnover per year of 
Rs. 60 lakhs and the profit made per year is, I am told, 
Rs. 35 lakhs. If on an original capital oif 16 lakhs they are 
making a profit of Rs. 85 lakhs, I think it is not the common 
man who is smoking that should be taxed, but it is that com- 
pany particularly which should be taxed for its high profits, 
and this is possible. The Hyderabad Corporation, through 
its Profession Tax can touch these profits,. Ofeourse, the 
Hyderabad Government will say that they are not gaining 
any thing by it; WeU, certain arrangements can be made 
with the Corporation, certain grants given to the Corporation 
can be adjusted, and indirectly this benefit can be accrued 
to the Hyderabad Government. In this way, the profits 
should be taxed but not the common man for getting more 
tax. It is our suggestion in this respect, and I think Govern- 
ment will think over the matter before enhancing the , tax on 
cigarettes from 9 pies to one anna. That will not be affecting 
the comuKHi man, and we feel Government is not juatij^d in 
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raising this tax. In fact, I want to read to -the House about 
the position in Mysore regarding cigarettes. There, they 
say in section 3 : 

“(^) In the case of cigarettes which are sold by the 
first dealer. 

(i) at less than 3 pies per cigarette and are to be sold 
at any retail point to the consumer at not more than 3 pies 
per cigarette the rate of tax payable shall be 3 pies in the 
rupee of such turnover. 

There, on all cigarettes which cost less than 2|- as. the tax 
is 8 pies in the rupee. 

I do not know the details of the working of this, but I 
feel that the Government here should not take up to increase 
the tax on cigarettes, and that is not going to help in any 
way as such. 

Hegarding matches and other things, I need not elaborate 
my arguments. They have been placed before the House. 
My only intention in taking up the time of the House is to 
knock at the doors of the hon. Finance Minister. It is said 
in the Bible : “You knock the door, and the door will open”. 

I have been knocking the doors of the hon. Finance Minister 
for the last two years and I do not know how many times I 
shall have to do so. But I feel a bigger knock is coming 
from the Business Men’s Conference, and if my knock is not 
going to make the Government open the door, probably, the 
collective will of the business community of Hyderabad, to 
which we all have our support in the interest of common man 
in the interests of avoiding corruption, in the interests of 
more facilities and efficiency, in the interests of collection of 
more finances — I hope the hon. Finance Minister will think 
over the matter once more and bring a comprehensive legisla- 
tion before the House. 

With these words I close my speech on the First Reading 
of the Bill.

Mr. Deputy Speaker : The question is : 

“That L. A. Bill No. XXIV of 1954 the Hyderabad 
General Sales Tax (Amendment) Bill, 1954 be read a first 
time”. 

The motion was adopted.

*Skri V. D. Deshpande : Mr. Speaker, Sir. The hon. 
Finance Minister has said that there is corruption everywhere 
and. ... 

Shri V. K. Koratkar : I did not say there is corruption 
everywhere. 

Shri V. D. Deshpande: I am sorry. If there is corrup- 
tion it should be at every point. My first argument was that 
the corruption can be minimised. If it is multiple-point it 
will be at so many points, but now it will be at one point 
qnly. Secondly, at one particular point, that is where the 
goods are produced, probably, there it is very difficult to 
have such sort of corruption as can be had at the district 
level. We are supposed to expect that the authorities placed 
higher, probably that is felt by the people, are less attracted 
to corruption. If that proposition is right, then let us expect 
that at the production centre, the corruption will be less and 
thereby we will be minimising corruption, and probably gett- 
ing more than what we are actually getting through multi 
point sales tax. Of course, the hon. Finance Minister has 
said that he asked the industrialists and merchant conununity 
to give him proposals. I quite agree with it. The merchant 
commimtiy might have convinced the hon. Finance Minister 
that they are in a position to suggest methods and means 
whereby the Act can be so remodelled that in the first place 
it will be easy to implement, in the second place it wiE bring 
more income to our exchequer, thirdly it will avoid corrup- 
tion and fomthly, it will be safeguarding the interests of the 
consumers. If those objectives can be fulfllle4 I thmk the 
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Finance Minister should have no hesitation to take up the 
single point sales tax;. At least I will request him on this 
oSsion that it should be possible for him to make it single 
point to the extent it has been made in Mysore and Bombay. 
The hon. Finance Minister has said that even there it is not 
fully a single point sytem. I agree with him. But even 
then that devolves a responsibility on him that he should be 
able at least to make it a single point as it is in Bombay and 
Mysore. A review of this particular enactment and amend- 
ing Bill does not convince me that, that point has been reach- 
ed in Hyderabad. I request the hon. , Finance Minister to 
take up these matters and at least bring it to the line of Mysore 
and Bombay — ^wherever it is much better — and give certain 
immediate rehef. 

These are the few observations I wanted to make at the 
time of this Third Reading.
